Relatives Take Care of Kin 


LITTLE ROCK, MV-A bill 
de- 


signed to require rcluctnnl rela- 
tives to aid in the support of their 
indigent kin was introduced in the 
House yesterday as part of Gov. 
Cherry's multi-measure 
welfare 


program. 


The State Welfare Department 


would determine how much 
close 


relatives—parents, 
children, step- 


parents, etc.—could contribute to 
the support of a welfare recipient 
or applicant for assistance. 


It any relative who was denied 


able didn't assist he would be sued 
in Chancery Court, which 
could 


enforce Us support orders with con- 
tempt citations. 
Another bill would require welfare 
recipients to deed to the state any 
real cstale Ihey might own, 
sub- 


ject to right to live on the properly 
for life and to certain other con- 
ditions. 


A third measure was submitted 


to make membership on the 9- 
mernber Slule Welfare Board con- 
form lo Arkansas' reduced num- 
ber of Congressional Districts.
